‘The grand affair of the entry of the Crimean troops 
came off, as announced, on Saturday last. These 
troops had been quartered in various forts in the 
neighborhood of Paria, and were conveyed, on the 
morning of the entry, by railway, to the city, where 
they were ranged in semi-cireular ranks in the Place 
de in Bastilic, under the command of Gen. Magnan. 
ne pains bad been spared to render the epectacie se 
imposing as possible. The inbsbitants of the houses 
on the line of march from the Piacede la Bastille to 
the Place Vendome, where they were to defile before 
the Emperor and Empress, had been “invited” by 
the police authorities to decorate their dwellings; 
end accordingly every gay table-cover, carpet, chaw!, 
and window-curtain that could be made availabie, 
for the purpose, was put in reqsimtion, and draped, 
mote or jess artistically, about the window-guards 
end balconies. French, English, Turbish and Serdi- 





took up their station in a compact body on either 


hand of the Emperor and his staff, « fine intelligent: 
looking company, weering the (rim uniform of their 
respective establishments; next came Gea. Can- 
robert, preceding, at the Emperor's desire, the regi- 
meats of the line, including the 20th, 0th, aad 87th; 
dnd after them, the regiments of the Imperial Guard, 
including & battalion of CResseurs @ pied, & regi- 
ment of souaves, two regiments of voltigewrs, the 
srtillery and genie, and a regiment of the gender 
mene. 

So great was the sbundence of wreaths aod bow 
quets that had been showered on the troops, princi- 
pally at the Place de is Bastille, t almost every 
pike was bung with them, the favorite regiments, 
eapecially being so covered with greenery that they 
looked, with the mixture of the red of their uniforms, 
like some Christmas apectacie with its garniture of 
scarlet holly-bernes; of the advancing woods of 
Dunsinene that struck such mertal horror inte the 
guilty seul of the Thane of Cawdor. Each regiment 
was preceded by its Colonel, i's bend, ite cauliniers, 
aad a company of disabled soldiers without arms; 
poor feliows convalescent from * glorio 
whose appearance excited Lie warmest sy 
the crowd. 

General Blanchard, with bis arm in a sling, carry~ 
ing an immense bouquet; General Meilinet, with 
hie bead bendaged up; and others lacking an arm, ® 
leg, or an eye, or disfigured with hideous sears, ali 
called forth the most earnest expressions of sympe- 
thy from the spectators ; as did also the sight of the co 
lors of one of the regiments, hung wi 
tmmortelies, in memory of its gallant young bearer, who 
fell while planting it on the tower of Malakoff, 
the wounded soldiers, dragging themeelves aiong with 
patient, anfaitering good-will, though many of them 
must have known full well thet they were maimed 
and disabled for the rest of their days.

of an army, should be thus lavished on the work of 
destruction , and that now, in the latter half of this 
“enlightened nineteenth century,” so skillful and in- 
genious in the spheres of science, of mechanic d 
of commerce, the combined wisdom of rulets aad of 
peoples, should as yet have invented no better mode 
of apttiing international difficulties, than by an appeal 
to the sharp decision of the pword, And thig segret 
gad amarement was (reely expressed, even by thove 
who were most deeply impressed by the maguilicence 
of the spectacie, und by the conviction of superior 
might with which the sight of these great bodies of 
trained and disciplined troops, hardered to suffer- 
ing and danger, nnd moving with the power sad 
precision of one vast machine, never fails to 
impress the spectator, It was not possible to 
behold these masses of men, strong in individual 
foree, but stronger still in their union and organisa- 
tion, without wishing that it might be possible so 
to unite and discipline the great army of the 
world’s producers, that their power for good might 
be raised frora the simple to the compound, as that 
of the soldier is raised for evil, by the potent infe- 
ence of sesocistion aad organization. 
But notwithstanding many indicat 
war-apirit is gradually waning,

Boulevards ; the finest being the gigantic construc- 
tien on the Boulevard Besumarchais, spanning the 
entrance into the Place de ls Bastille. It was sur- 
rounted by two eagles, with folded wings, holding 
garland of isure! in their beaks, with the inseription, 
in gilded letters, “To rue Grony of tHe Aamy or 
‘ue East.” Across the top of this arch, was the 
word Sreastoro:, in golden letters, and on its sides, 
Alma, . Traktir, Malakoff, Silistria, Eu- 
patoria, Kinburs, together with the names of the 
Fagiments that have won the most brillisnt renown 
bw the late campaigns; infantry, chasseurs, Zowares, 
waltigeurs, |, artilleria, genie, shining gaily 
im the splendors of goid lea’ and tinsel. 

‘The fronts of the theatres were splendidly decore- 
tet; and the streets opening upon the line of march 
were as full of waving flags as the Boulevards. 

‘The National Guard formed the hedge to the left, 
the Bappers and Miners to the right, from the Bas- 
tlle te the Place Vendome; the pupils of the Mili- 
tary Sebools of the Polytechnic and St. Cyr, prolong: 
fing the hedge inte the Rue #. Antoine. 

A magnificent canopy, of crimson Velvet, richly 
embroidered with gold, had been erected in the bal. 
ony of the hotel of the Minister of Justice, for the 
reception of the Empress and her ladies, with the 
@ficers of her household. The entire surface of the 
vast Square, or rather Octagon, of the Pince Ven- 
dome, 02 wise Of the beautiful Rue de te Paix, lead 
ing inte it from the Boulevards, was covered with » 
thick Jnyer of sand, offering & Moor as clean and bard 
es that of © ball-room. The entire Square, with the 
exception of « passage left open round the western 
tide of the Cotemn for the march of the troops, was 
filled with battalions gf the Imperial Guard; the 
masees of uniforms of the different regiments pre- 
pented the appearance of densely -planted flower- 


beds. 

‘The cold and gloom of the past fortnight had std- 
denly disappeared ; and the weather was fine and 
mild. The pepulatios turned out wich on interest 
hardly inferior to that exeited on the occasion of the 
Queen's visit; every window, balcony, and roof was 
crowded with lookers-on, and the streets were pecked 


Spet aoe 
Emperér, wearing the uniform of « General of Divi- 
sion, left the Twilernes, and preceeded, at the head of 
0 brilliant staff, to the Place de la Bastifie, following 
the lise of the Boulevards. He wee splendidly 
mounted, as ususl, and as veel, tode admirably. 
Indeed, * bin Imperial Majesty” never shows to such 
advantage us whee on horseback. We was sccom- 
panied by Pricee Napoleon, Marshals Vaillant and 
Miers, Generals Canrobert, Niel,

Paris Guard. Loud sectamations greeted the Em- 
peter on bis artivel at the Place de le Bastille; 
where, after riting slowly slong the ranks, he visced 
himself in the contre of the semi-circle formed by the 
troope, and addresecd them as follows: 

“Soldiers, I come to meet you, as formerly 
the Roman Senate went to the gates of Rome to 
meet its victorious legions, I come to tell you that 
you have deserved well ef the country. My emo- 
tion is great) for my happiness at peeing you again 
is mingled with painfe! thoughts of those who are no 
more, and & profewad regret that I have not been 
able to lead you myself to the combat. 

* Soldiers of the Guard, as of the Line, you are 
Welcome. You all represent that army of the Rast, 
Whese courage and perseverance have addet new 
lestre to our cagies, sad conquered again for France 
the rank that is ber dee. The country, attentive to 
etl thet being accomplished in the Rast, receives 
You With all the more pride that she measures your 
efforts by the obstinate resistance of the enemy.

summit of the Rocky Mountain chain. The report 
of thie exploration attracted great attention, beth at 
bome and abroad. This report was scarcely published 
when its suthor started on & second expedition de- 
mgned to connect the discoveries of the Grst one with 
the surveys to be made by Commodore Wilkes, of the 
Exploring Expedition on the Pacific Coast, and thus

known regions on both sides of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The party, including thirty-nine persons, 
started from the village of Kansas on the 2th of 
May, 1843, and were employed in the exploration 
till August of the next year. It was this exploration 
thet fret fursished any sccurste information as to 
the Greet Salt Lake, the great interior basin of Utah, 


| and the mountain range of the Sierrs Nevads, and 


first brought to light, as it were, the region now 
constituting the Territory of Utah and the State of 
Calforna. 

After prepsring the report of this expedition in the 
Spring of 1545, Frement, now s Captain, set out on 
‘a third expedition designed to make » more particu - 
lar survey of the regions whic! hed previously 
visited. It was while engaged im this expedition, 
and before be had received ony intimation of the 
commencement of the warwith Menico, that, after 
having humeelf been once ordered off by the authori 
ties, he was induced by the entresties of the Ameri- 
can settlers in the valley of the Sacramento, whom 
the Mexicans threatened to drive out of the country, 
to put himself at their head. Thus led, they de- 
feated the Mexicans. Fremont put himself into 
communication with the navel commanders on the 
coast, and seon, in conjunction with Commodore 
Stockton, obtained complete possession of California, 
of which, on the 24th of August, he was appointed by 
Stockton Military Commander. The fighting, how- 
ever, was not yet over. The Californians rose in 
insurrection; but the arrival of Gen. Kearney with 





themee!ves in possession. 
2 commussicn arrived for Fremont as Lieut. Colonel 
—s promotion whieh neither he ner bis friends had 
solicited, but which be gladly received ass ratifics- 
tion on the part of the Government of bis interven- 
tion, on his own responsibility, in the affairs of Cali- 
forma.

In the rising Slate of California, in whieh he had 
become one of the earliest American proprietors, by 
the purchase, dering bis former visit, of the mnce 
famous Mariposa grant, Mr. Fremont took # great 
interest. He wes active im the formation of the 
State Constitution, and in securing in that document 
& positive exclusion of Slavery, ead was chosen one 
of the first Senators to represent the new State ‘n 
Congress. A short term of two years fell to bis bot, 
and, owing to the delay im the admission of the 
State, he sat in the Senate only one short session. 

Mr. Fremont now devoted himeelf to developing 
the resources of his California estate, which had 
been discovered to be rich in gold; but, in addition 
te the lees of his commission, as the only reward he 
hed realized for his serviers in California, be now 
found himself greatly annoyed by cla:ms against bim 
for sapples which, during bis eampaige in Califor- 
nia, had been furnished to the United States on hie 
private credit. During @ visit to London, be was 
arrested on one of these claims, and it was only after 
great delay that the Government of the United States 
wes Goaily induced to relieve bim from further an- 
neyance by the payment of these debts. In main. 
taming bis right to the Mariposa property, be was 
also obliged to encounter many sanoyances, but 
fiva ily, by repeated decisions of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, be trumphed over ail of them.

Tue Puicovorpny or Corn Feet.—Cold feet are 
the avenues to death of multitudes every year; it 
& mga of imperfect cireulation. Ne one ean be weil, 
whose feet are habitually cold. When the blood is 
equally distributed to every part of the body, there 
is general good health, If there be lees blood at aay 
point than is satural, there is coldness; and not only 
so, there must be more than is naturel af some other 
part of the system, and there is fever, thet is, cana- 
tural beat or oppreasion. In the case of cold feet, 
the amount of blood wanting there, collects at some 
part of the bedy which happens to be weakest, to be 
the least able to throw up @ barricade against the 
inrushing enemy. Hence, when the lungs are week - 
ost, the extre bleed gathers there in the shape of « 
common cold or spitting bleed.

Ae so08 a8 you get up in the morning, put beth 
feet at once in a basin of cold water, #0 as to come 
ball way te the sokles; keep them in os half ® min- 
ute in Winter, « minute or two in the semmer, reb- 
bing them vigorously, wipe dry, and hold to the fire, 
if convenient, in cold weather, eatil every part of 
the foot feels as dry as your bend, then put on your 
shoes or stockings. 

On going to bed at aight, drew off your stockings 
and hold the feet to the fre for ten or Gfteen minutes 
until dry, and get inte bed. This is & most pleasant 
operation, and fully repays for the trouble of it. No 
one can sleep well or refreshingly with cold feet. 
All lediaus ond banters sleep with their feet to the 
fre. 

Never step from your bed with the naked foot on 
en uncarpeted Moor.
